He hae just 
been appointed by Chief Justice Olson 
to establish a special system for the 
Boys’ court by which the finger prints 
of every youthful offender who appears 
as a defendant will be made a part of an 
elaborate record for future reference.

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access as it is for the Germans. Next to 
the first line of trenches the correspond- 
ent hopes to be under fire—not exactly a 
hurricane of fire but one or two shells 
that pass over him and burst a short dis- 
tance away. Even this experience was 
denied our intrepia band, although our 
hopes were high at times when we were 
well within the zone of artillery fire. 


— 

At one time we were in a battered vil- 
lage which is occupied by English troops 
and which is shelled every day by the Ger- 
mans. At the time we were therea heavy 
battery in a grove near by was shelling 
the Germans and the crash of the guns 
was startlingly near. At another time we 
were in an observation tow .r in a wood 
3,000 yards from the Yser canal and the 
German trenches, but at the moment the 
shells were bursting off to our right to 
ward Ypres, About five miles away. Once 
we were with a French battery and chce 
E. were on a sand dune near Nieuport, 
where from our concealment we could see 
the towers of Osterd, of Lombaertzoe, 
St. George, Ramscapelle, and the bursts 
of shrapnel and heavy explosive shells 
that fell 2,000 yards away. 


— 
But the fact remains that we were not 
under fire and at no time had we a serious 
sense of being in danger. No shell burst 
within thirty yards, which is the distance 
that most correspondents escape being 
hit, and no whining bullets spattered mud 
over us. The trenches we were in were 
the third and fourth line, and while the 
| third line was occupied by soldiers 
equipped with the new steel helmet, we 
had a distressing sense of security and 
safety while there. - Altogether, the thrill 
of danger was absent and in that sense 
the experience was not a success.

However, the trip to the observation 
tower may be described in two ways, both 
literally true, but subject to different in- 
terpretations, as follows: 
WITHOUT THRILLS OR COLOR. 
After leaving a little cluster of farm- 
houses where a company of French

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fringe of wood to a great trench, newly 
built, but mot yet occupied. Upon all 
sides were mazes of barb wire entangle- 
ments cleverly concealed in the wood. 
An immense bombproof for machine guns 
looked down through an open space in the 
wood to.where, several hundred yards 
away and toward the German trenches, a 
new line of earthworks was being built. 
Near the latter was an observation tower, 
cleverly coneealed in the trees and 
guarded by a soldier who stood at the 
bottom. The tower was about sixty feet 
high, strongly built and painted a mottled 
green as a protective coloring. — 

Only three of us were alzowea to go up 
at a time, it being explained that a 
greater number might make the position 
more visible to the enemy, 3,000 yards 
away. 

The view from the top platform was 
interesting as seen through the scrden of 
leaves. The big trench im the foreground, 
farther on a deserted windmill, deserted 
fields and houses. and still farther the line 
of trees that fringes the Yser canal. 

A few puffs of shrapnel appeared and 
faded above these positions, but the 
heavier firing seemed to be farther to our 
right. 

After a time we climbed down, and by 
skirting along the edges of the woods we 
were led up to a heavy battery of French 
120 guns, *

We stop ora while at alittle cluster 
of farmho A number of French 
soldiers w standing under the protec- 


tion of a shed screened from the sight of 
enemy aeroplanes, While near by an officer 
was directing a large force which was 
feverishly digging some new trenches. 
Among the trees to the right was a for- 
midable battery of big 120 French guns, 
hidden under canopies of leaves. At each 
gun stood the gun crews, with shells in 


readiness for actlon. They were probably

awaiting the signal to begin tiring, and 
the first shot would mean that answering 
shells would come from the German guns 
and the quiet wood would instantly be- 
come a pandemonium of bursting shells. 
A tense stillness—an atmosphere of ex- 
pectancy—prevailed. 

After some detay we were allowed to go 
forward, carefully concealed by a fringe 
of trees, Acres of barbed wire entangle- 
ments were on all sides. Presently we 
reached a trench, along which we walked. 
momentarily expecting a shell from the 
German guns. These trenches were for- 
midable and at one place commanded a 
clean sweep of the terrainahead. It was 
decided that we might venture on to the 
next line of trenches, but in doing so we 
kept well concealed in the edge of the 
woods, not knowing how soon a keen eyed 
German sentinel in a distant tree top 


in our direction. We talked in low tones. 

At the forward edge of the wood we 
found an observation tower, cleverly con- 
cealed and guarded by a soldier with a 
bayonet. There was a discussion as to 
whether we might go up in the tower, but 
after a time we were permitted to go up 
three at a time. . 

“ They're likely to spot you ff too many 
go up. 

So up we went, sixty feet up, on un- 
steady ladders, and reached a little plat- 
form from where the position of the Ger- 
man trenches was visible. 

The landscape was lifeless except for 
the tense soldiers in the French trench 
below and ahead of us 

Suddenly the German guns began, and 
the sky was white with the smoke ef 
bursting shells. But, fortunately, the 
shells fell off to our right. If the Ger- 
mans were trying to hit us, they were 
doing poor shooting. We were hurried 
down, and by carefully skirting the wood 
reached a position of comparative safety 
once more. 

We stopped at the battery and waiteda 
while for the big guns to launch their
